a trend is a direction: 
you. give it impacl 


In response to public demand, voiced in some instances, 
sensed in others, five outstanding trends in the world of 
decoration are now ready to face their audience. A far cry 
from the ephemeral world of fad and foible, they are 
new directions with the impact of a small avalanche, the 
excitement of being headline news. To be explicit: we 
have the new importance of vivid color; a new concept of 
contemporary design; what might be called the dress- 
maker touch; the French influence in furniture, and an 
extraordinary refinement in the manufacture of what we 


classify as traditional American pieces. 


Color is rampant: At long last we have 
. stopped pussyfooting around the palette as though we had 
atiger by the tail. We have become braver, the tiger has 
been tamed, and there are few phases in decoration quite 
so uninhibited and so fascinating as the exploitation of 
the spectrum. A strong factor in this renaissance, of 
course, is the availability of vivid color; it can be had 
by the yard, the roll, the gallon—as intense in hue as 
suits our taste or whim. Furniture, too, has joined the 
ranks, and we now complement familiar cabinetry with 
colored finishes as brilliant as jewels. Even natural woods, 
whether used for paneling, flooring or furniture, have a 
new vibrancy that owes its existence to an intensification 


of inherent hue—an underscoring of identity. 


Contemporary design: its new con- 
cept is a realization of potential, subtle in its manifesta- 
tion, but unmistakable. However interesting, a great many 
contemporary pieces in the past have left the buyer un- 
comforted because of a lack of regard for the exigencies 
of the human vertebrae and posterior: that fault has been 
rectified. At the same time, there has been a growing 
away from the school of designing that embraces eccen- 


trie forms as inspiration, that designs simply to be “differ- 


ent” and not look like anything else. Most contemporary 
designers are doing their very best—and more often than 
not, succeeding—to create future collectors’ items: furni- 
ture that is timeless, rather than radical. In other words, 


their work has authenticity: it makes sense. 


The dressmaker touch any woman 
will understand. It means greater attention to fine detail, 
to elaboration, to intricacy, and to an ingratiating, femi- 
nine softness—particularly in window treatments and up- 
holstered pieces. Tucks, buttons, bows and lacings are the 
new embellishments—never so many as to be redundant, 
but always enough to suggest the discreet touch of a great 


couturier turned furniture designer. 


° 
The Fren ch influence is concerned 
primarily with provincial styles. Although no one yet has 
learned how to improve classic French furniture—or 
wanted to—almost any country piece will lend an ear to 
change and the elimination of crudeness with no loss of 
charm. The new collections are derivative, yes, yet they 
bear an elegance unknown to their Gallic forebears. 
Fruitwood colors are true, not travesties; certain details 
are accentuated for increased flair; others—meaningless 
and cumbersome—have been deleted. Bits of porcelain 
and brass are used for accent, and throughout each col- 
lection there is a striving for added grace with no sacrifice 


of true provincial flavor and style.

a new appreciation of detail 
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To a gifted dressmaker, the human figure is a challenge; a form to 
be rectified, if need be, or, if nature has been kind, made the most 
of. The tools of the trade, of course, are line, color, pattern and 
embellishment, and when these four elixirs are administered with 
skill, we have a woman transformed. In complete analogy, the aver- 
age room is a challenge. It is rarely perfect, often seemingly im- 
possible, yet with the dressmaker touch it can be reborn, and almost 
always it is the perfection of detail that helps perform the miracle. 
The intrieaey of a valance; the elegant welting of a chair; buttons, 
pleats and hows used for embellishment with invention, eharm and, 
ofteii enough, whimsey; the’ studied repetition of a motif; the mat- 
ting and fraiming of a picture—these are only a few of the touches 
that lift a room—tailored and severe or warmly opulent—out of stul- 
tification into that highly desirable state known as being well-dressed.

Plan Your Hommel 


Heating: maintenance and remodeling 


Heating today is just as essential as it was when an 
open fire in a cave was the heat source, but it is, of 
course, a great deal more complex. Central heating 
systems, whether warm air, hot water or steam, have 
combustion devices which burn coal, oil or gas at very 
high temperatures, and which must be kept in top 
condition so that they will operate at maximum effi- 
ciency. Thus, maintenance, the first of the four stages 
of any modern home-improvement program, is prob- 
ably more important with heating than with any of 
the other utilities. In the other three stages, upgrading, 
expansion and remodeling (see March, 1960, issue), 
work on the heating system also requires much care 
and foresight; but adequate maintenance in heating 
is the first, most urgent requirement. 

And this is not merely to achieve the best efficiency. 
Because of the high heat levels in modern furnaces or 
boilers, the equipment must be maintained with care 
if it is to live out its normal life and not have to be 
replaced, at great inconvenience and high cost, years 
before it should really be necessary. This is not to say 
that you should have twice-a-year maintenance checks, 
before and after the heating season, as some overcau- 
tious folks do; this amount of attention is usually a 
foolish expenditure of money. But you should follow 
some sort of regular maintenance schedule, whether 
your heating system is new, middle-aged or old. This 
schedule might encompass some or all of the points 
outlined below. If you have electric heat, of course, 
your maintenance problems are just about nil. There 
are no flames and no moving parts in such a system, 
no motors to wear out or fireboxes to corrode through. 





Heating stage #1: maintenance: \t is important to 
understand that most maintenance work on heating 
equipment is beyond the competence of the average 
homeowner. Have it done by professionals! This is one 
of the first principles of keeping the heating system 


in continuously good working order. If you have gas 


heat, the burner itself basically needs little or no 
maintenance, any more than your kitchen stove does, 
However, it is good practice if every year or so you 
ask your utility company to inspect the burner and its 
controls and clean them. Many gas suppliers will do 
this once a year on request; others may charge a nomi- 
nal fee. Bottled gas suppliers provide such service, 
too, as well as central gas manufacturers. It is better 
to have the gas system checked periodically than te 
wait until something goes wrong; here we can use a 
term originated by the automobile industry: such 
checks are good “preventive maintenance.” Natural 
gas. at least, is innately a clean-burning fuel, and the 
burner is not likely to get clogged. However, it can 
happen, particularly in regions where manufactured 
gas or mixed manufactured and natural gas is still 
used. So—maintain the burner regularly. 

Anthracite coal is also clean-burning, and a heating 
system using this coal as a fuel is fairly foolproof, 
Once a year it is a good idea to have your coal dealer 
cheek the furnace or boiler, whether hand-fired or au- 
tomatically stoked, to make sure everything is ship- 
shape; again, this is more a form of preventive main- 
tenance than anything else. Some coal suppliers do 
the work on an annual contract basis; others on a fee- 
per-call basis. In both instances, the expense is mod- 
erate, providing you with a truly low-cost heating 
insurance program all winter long. 

\ fuel-oil burner requires an annual cleaning and 
adjusting, since many types of oil produce some soot 
and other combustion by-products that can foul the 
burner. Most oil suppliers offer service contracts, ata 


nominal charge per year, which cover not only an an- 





nual cleaning but also any service calls that become 
necessary should the burner need adjusting or repair- 
ing at other times. If you have an oil system, you 
should by all means have an annual service contract.

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Plumbing: improve and expand it 


Probably more people suffer along with defective. 
inadequate, obsolete plumbing than with any other 
part of their home. There is no danger of fire from 
bathroom fixtures, kitchen sink, laundry tubs and 
other water-using equipment, so the average man 
lacks the keenest motivation to make sure they are in 
good order: fear of a conflagration. If a faucet leaks, 
you change the washer or have the plumber do it; and 
you follow the same alternative whenever the toilet 
keeps running or gets stopped up. But—maintain your 
plumbing? Whoever heard of such a thing? The only 
time you do anything about it is when a leak happens 
that is bad enough to make a wet spot on the ceiling 
or wall, or a flood on the floor. Then you rush the 
plumber in to have the repairs made, and also the 
plasterer and the painter, to remove traces of the leak. 

Maintenance of plumbing is a minor undertaking, 
except when equipment and pipes are seriously mis- 
used, as sometimes happens, for example, when in- 
soluble solids are put in the lavatory or toilet bowls, 
or when children stuff things up faucets or down 
drains. The only other time when plumbing main- 
tenance can be a serious problem is when you live in a 
region with hard water. Such water can clog or cor- 
rode pipes in a few years unless the water is specially 
treated. Upgrading, expansion and remodeling or re- 
placing of plumbing fixtures and layouts, on the other 
hand, can be extremely rewarding in terms of im- 
proved functioning, easier living, better looks and 
increased valuation of property. Let’s see what is in- 
volved in all four steps of a modern home-improve- 
ment program as far as plumbing goes. 

Plumbing stage #1: maintenance: The obvious 
aspects of plumbing maintenance are those which 
show—and many of them can be taken care of by any 
homeowner who can handle a few simple wrenches 
and other plumber’s tools. 


\ leaky faucet is remedied by putting in a new 


washer, easily done provided you remember to turn 
off the water feeding into the faucet before you loosen 
it. Of course, if the faucet is old, you may have to 
have it replaced, and this is a plumber’s job. While 
you're having it done, it would be an excellent idea to 
consider upgrading at the same time by replacing both 
faucets, particularly if they are ugly, with a hand- 
somely-designed, modern mixer-combination with a 
single spout that has a built-in filter-aerator to purify 
the water and reduce splashing. 

If the lavatory, sink or toilet becomes clogged, try 
cleaning with a wire brush. The toilet also may be un- 
stuck with a rubber plunger or one of the widely 
available caustic solvents, which, however, should not 
be used on the other fixtures. Frequently, the job is 
beyond these simple devices, and a plumber should be 
called to clean out the trap and the drain line of the 
fixture. And if the toilet seat needs replacement, be 
sure to buy the best. A cheap seat is a very poor in- 
vestment, since it has a short life and soon becomes 
unsightly as the enamel or the thin plastic skin wears 
through or is marred, scratched or cracked. 

Is your old medicim-eabinet rusted, or the mirror 
cracked? Replace it with a new, modern, nonrusting 
type that will last the life of the house. While you are 
about it, get a larger cabinet than the one you are re- 
placing, to take care of the larger amount of things 
the growing family needs to keep on hand. And watch 
out for the tightness of the joint between your bath- 
tub or shower stall and the wall. Should the calking in 
these joints dry out and become loose, so that water 
can get behind, it can result in a slow leak that, over 
the months, ends up by causing real damage to the 
wall framing and even, perhaps, dripping through to 
the ceiling below, if the bathroom is on the second 
floor or over a basement. Recalk this joint whenever 
the material has dried out so much that it comes loose 


and no longer seals. Exactly [Continued on page 150]

Annuals are the flowers that grow from seed to flowery 
seed again in a single season. They are varied and colorfyl, 
prolific and long-lasting. Most of them, once they begin jy 
bloom, keep right on until frost, some even a little beyond 
To plant an annual garden you begin the spring with, 
piece of inviting blank earth. There is something clear-cy 
about annuals: every year you start with a fresh slate, » 
to speak; you replan, think up a different color scheme 
turn the page. and begin anew. 

We invariably plant too many annuals. In our garden, 
they grow in a real tangle, but we enjoy the rich profusion 
of color, fragrance and beauty. We can pick from early 
summer to frost. Here we like to wander on a sunny mom. 
ing or at dusk, and here we pause to watch butterflies and 
hummingbirds gather nectar. Here we also listen—to the 
various sounds of summer. including one of the fines 
which weaves through all the others, the purring hum of 
honeybees as they hover over the blooms. 

On page 154 there is a choice of four different annua 
gardens that provide fun, satisfaction and flowers all see 
son. The first is a garden 12’ by 4’ consisting of familiar 
varieties; the second, a small corner garden 6’ by 6’. The 
third is a free-form curving border filled with easy-to-grow 
but unusual flowers—with the annuals nobody knows. The 
fourth, also 12’ by 4’, is made up of flowers to hang and 
dry for bouquets to enjoy all winter long. 

If you are new to gardens and gardening, annuals area 
fine introduction. And an inexpensive one. They do beaw- 
tifully in average garden soil. A variety of locations wil 
please them. Annuals will thrive along a fence, a wall, edg 


ing a drive, in a separate bed by themseves, and as a fol 
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low-up in an area of spring bulbs. These versatile plants 
fourish almost anywhere as long as they have sun. Annuals 
make this one insistent demand—plenty of sun, full, un- 
filtered sun, all day, straight and strong. 

Starting from seratch, turning a piece of lawn into a 
fower garden, you first mark out a plan on the grass, with 
dicks and string if it is to be symmetrical, with a garden 
hose if you want curves, Any size and shape will do. A 
pace 12’ by 4’ is a good proportion, an area in which you 
vill be able to grow a number of varieties and have a rain- 
how of flowers from June to November. 

With size and shape determined, and when all danger 
i frost has passed, you can dig and prepare for seed- 
ing Spade the earth, remove roots and rocks and, after 
duking off the dirt, toss out the sods. Spread and turn in 
fertilizer. preferably of an organic nature. (Organic plant 
food continues enriching the soil over a long period.) 
Should the ground be already dug, merely add plant food 
and spade up the area thoroughly. 

The time to sow seed is usually in April when leaves 
werywhere are unfolding. When your seedlings come up 
through the ground pushing twin pale-green leaves before 
them, you will realize that you probably have more than 
you can use. This is fine for two reasons: you can share 
with neighbors; also a few plants usually succumb to cut- 
worms, and others to mysterious, unidentified ailments 
orinvaders, So it is wise to have extra plants. 

Should you get a late start in the spring, and June ar- 
tives before you know it, and you still want an annual 
urden, there is a nice, lazy way to do so. Purchase small 


mual plants from the local nursery. The advantage of 
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this is the speed with which you obtain a flowering garden. 
Many of the tiny seedlings in their individual pots are 
already in bloom or near it. Buying annuals is also invalu- 
able if you have rented a house for the summer and want 
flowers in a hurry. The disadvantages are that it costs more, 
and you cannot always get the sorts and colors you want. 
If you set out plants, be sure to wait until night frosts are 
definitely past or your plants will be damaged or killed. 

I would like to introduce you briefly to each annual in 
the first two gardens. The low, growing border plants in- 
clude ageratum (blue cap), a furry flower, lovely to feel; 
lobelia, another blue that is an electric shade and often has 
a tiny, sparkling white eye. The foliage is soft and fernlike 
with a metallic sheen. In all the tawny shades, comes the 
sweet-scented low-growing nasturtium with its fine. crinkly 
seeds. We are told the appealing round green leaves, when 
young and tender, are fine in salads. Dwarf phlox brings 
to the garden pinks, reds, white and scarlet, and it never 
stops flowering until frost. Verbena grows in brilliant 
shades of red, deep ink-blue, pink, lavender and purple. 
Their wanderlust will not let them stay primly and prop- 
erly in one spot like the phlox and most of the others, but 
the flower heads reach out beyond the border that would 
confine them. They are an adventurous flower. 

Last and among the best of the border plants are dwarf 
zinnias (Persian Carpet), a variety which opens in shades 
of cream, orange. yellow and deep mahogany, with pointed 
petals tipped a contrasting tone. They invite repens 
tiny bouquets on bedside tables i%, 
and dressers, and in bathrooms. , = Py

A perennial is a plant which continues in the garden year 
after year, and flowers every summer. Sow a perennial seed 
in the spring and by fall you have a plant that will bloom the 
following season, and each one thereafter growing lovelier 
the longer it is established. And. of course, right now you 
can buy plants ready to bloom this summer. Perennials, if 
content where you set them. are generous in growing habit, 
and most sorts may be divided every two or three years. You 
are, in this way. able to enlarge your garden, start a new 
one, contribute amply to the garden-elub plant sale, or to 
your friends’ gardens. Perennials become old friends, prac- 
tically family members, and are usually steady and depend 
able. In the spring you greet them as you clear away their 
winter covering.of leaves, Tiny green spears are perking up 
here, a giddy little frilled leaf there, and beyond, strange 
pale buttonhooks emerge at ground level. As you kneel, 
clearing leaves in the newly-warm spring sunlight, you are 
filled with anticipation — envisioning the way things will 
look in a few weeks, in midsummer and in the fall, There 
are certain perennials for each different summer month, 


and even more desirable, a number of special ones that will 


bloom continuously from June to October (and -ome yen 
hardy varieties, even from May to frost). 

When you commence growing perennials, your pointof 
view does change, however. The foliage of a good health 
plant becomes as interesting as the flowers it will soon pro 
duce. In many instances the seed pods, too, are equally a 
tractive. When new to gardens, we sometimes think only ip 
terms of flowers, and the more and the larger the better, \ 
one will deny the pleasure gained from plenty of blossom 
but must we enjoy only the flowers? Wouldn't that be lik 
all day and no night? In our day, in our garden there is aly 
the need and the beauty of the quiet time between, Hoy 
appealing it is to consider the curve of a green leaf, a clump 
of promising buds, the various shapes and textures of seed 
pods as they ripen, In fact the whole cycle from early spring 
through bloom. seed and fall growth Is rewarding to observe 

While an inexpensive way of acquiring a number of 
perennials is to raise them from seed sown in the spring for 
flowers one year hence, a quicker way is to buy plants, now 
for blossoms this summer. Your local nursery is an ideal 


source. Transported from nearby, the new plants wil 
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scarcely realize they have been moved. You can also get 
more specific varieties by sending to one of the large cata- 
logue houses which raise quantities and splendid assort- 
ments that pack carefully and ship promptly to your door. 

Before ordering, of course, you must select a place 
where your perennial garden is to grow. Except for the semi- 
shade garden in the group of plans on page157, all are sun- 
loving. Perhaps a small garden is in your mind, possibly a 
mere few plants in that space by the wall, in the area just be- 
yond the tree. Or are you more ambitious ? What about that 
stretch at the top of the steps to the terrace? Remember. 
when you set out perennials you are establishing something 
for good, Where would you most like a thriving little garden 
forever, or almost forever? After all, since perennials are 
settling in for so long a time, they rate a solid start, a thor- 
ough welcome, If you dig and prepare the soil correctly the 
first year, in subsequent years all you need do is to loosen the 
earth among them oceasionally and scatter a little plant food 

\fter settling on one of the beds diagrammed in this 
article. or one shaped to your own fancy, dig the area to a 


spade’s depth, turn over the soil and prepare as for annuals,

removing roots, rocks and sods. Incorporate a good organic 
fertilizer in the earth. Then you are ready for the plants to 
arrive. If the plants come by mail, they will most likely 
arrive in damp moss, After carefully unwrapping, separate, 
soak and plant them late some afternoon. Water again when 
they are in, It is a safe rule to set each plant at crown level 
with the earth. Firm the soil so the plant is well-anchored. 
rhe top growth, if any, may be pale or white from its trip 
in the dark. You can put baskets over these delicate shoots 
for a day or two until they get used to bright light. A few 
weeks after these perennials are established and thriving. 
give each one a little plant food, stirred into the soil a few 
inches away. In June. apply a good mulch—two- to three- 
inch layer of grass clippings. buckwheat hulls. cocoa-muleh 
or something similar to keep moisture in, weeds down and 
encourage the useful worm beneath to keep busy. 

If some plants grow tall and unwieldy, a small green 
stake or two and some raftia solve the problem lo assure 
continuous bloom, keep dead heads picked off during sum- 
mer. Let plant form seed in fall. The other care a perennial

building a new wing that was not 
planned for when the house was 
originally built, you may have to 
add some form of increased heat 
capacity to take care of the new de 
mand. This new capacity can take 
several forms. For example, it may 
already exist without your knowing 
it. The saving in heating the basic 
house caused by insulation and 
storm windows may be enough for 
the new area: and also many older 
heating units were oversized in the 
first place and may be able to take 
care of the added requirements 

However, these are out-of-the 
ordinary conditions. Usually you 
will either have to replace the 
present furnace or boiler with a 
larger one, advisable only if the 
existing equipment is obsolete or 
almost worn out, or else you can 
add a second, smaller unit. In both 
instances, pipes or ducts will have 
to be taken from the equipment to 
the areas to be heated: but this can 
be done without seriously disturb 
ing the house as it stands. Ducts 
usually can be led up through 
closets to attics and across base 
ment ceilings to new wings: and 
hydronic heating pipes are avail 
able in the form of copper tubing 
so small in diameter that it can be 
snaked through walls and floors 
almost like the familiar BX cable 
in electric wiring. 

Another way of heating the new 
space is with individual heaters 
preferably of the built-in type. For 
finished rooms in attics, there are 
gas-fired wall units, both of the 
vented recessed type and the newer 
sealed combustion chamber de 
sign, and electric resistance-heating 
equipment of at least three vari 
eties: baseboard, wall panel or 
ceiling panel. The same individual 
room-heating devices can be used 
in finished sun-porches, garages 
and basements and in new wings, 
and so can gas or oil-fired floor 
furnaces with open registers. If the 
new wing is large enough, it can 
have its own entirely separate cen 
tral heating system, of course, All 
these additional units should be 
carefully planned for most efficient 
location, proper capacity, and (if 
visible) reticent appearance; and 
all should be thermostatically con 
trolled for the most trouble-free 
type of comfort.

old house: Depending on how old 
the house is, you may or may not 
have to replace the whole heating 
system. In any event, you probably 
will need to remodel the layout tp 
meet the requirements of the re 
modeled house itself. If you have 
to replace, there is little we cap 
tell you except to select a heating 
system on the basis of personal 
preference, comparative fuel costs, 
and what you can afford in the way 
of equipment, and also on the as 
sumption that the house will be 
fully insulated, not the leaky olf 
structure it currently is 

If you have to remodel the exist 
ing layout to heat a new arrange 
ment of space you obviously 
should plan the job with your arch 
tect and heating contractor. Many 
of the suggestions put forward 
under Stages #2 and #3 apply & 
the provision of proper heating in 
an old house that has a system 
worth saving. But as a general 
thing, rely on professional advice 
for your new heating system, just as 
you would if you were starting from 
scratch, Like house wiring, heating 
is definitely not part of the “doit 
yourself” world, unless you already 
have extensive background in the 
field. Leave it to the experts. You 
will save money in the long rum, 
and also be assured of comfortable 
and efficient heat. While remodel 
ing an old system or putting ina 
new one in an old house, why not 
do everything you can afford to pro 
vide for future summer cooling? Of 
course, if you can buy a year-round 
system to begin with, so much the 
better. Air-conditioning definitely 
increases the livability and the re 
sale value of any house, no matter 
what its age, and you will want t 
be able to install it as economically 
as possible, as soon as your budget 
will take care of the monthly pay- 
ments to amortize its cost
